These 
lodge in the pipes, and in many oases 
attach themselves to little rough places 
on the inside.

ably TCide hem, securely stitched on tho 
sewing machine BO that no linty edges 
{ 


are exposed, is qnite as agreeable to 
many people as a sponge. In all bath- | 
rooms there should be kept standing a ! 
suitable vessel with a quantity of disin- I 
t'ectant. This should be poured through I 
all the pipes and allowed to remain long 
enough, to do its work. Many persons 
object to potash, and these will find 
copperas or a strong solution of sal soda 
the next best means of keeping np to an 
improved sanitary standard. Hotwater, 
judiciously used, is a good thing, but to 
have this perfectly safo the plumbing 
must be good, else tho joints, by long 
continued heat, may become slightly 
softened. 
Mtich of the solder that is . 


used melts at a very low temperature 
and cannot be trusted to hold a long 
continued stream of water that is at 
boiling point. 


The bathroom should have an outside 


window and fresh ail1 wherever it is 
possible to admit it. In summer a slat- 
ted or Venetian blind should be provid- 
ed so that the window may remain open, 
except in caso of storm. 
Few things 


are more disagreeable than a stuffy bath- 
room, ono where the odors of sewer gag 
and soggy, decaying wood are evident. 
To avoid this there must bs no leaks in 
the pipes or faucets, and tho joints mast 
be carefully looked after. 


How to Stop the Creaking of Shoes. 
Creaking shoes are an intolerable 


nuisance, yet with soruo shoes it is al- 
most impossible to prevent it. Fov such 
pour a email quantity of linseed or 
sweet oil upon a flat surface, like a 
platter, and allow the solos of the shoes 
to stand iu tho oil overnight. 
Iu that 


way they will uot only lose tho squeak, 
hub will beconio saturated with tho oil, 
making them proof against dampness. 
Another cure may be effected by taking 
them toaccbbler and having one or two 
pegs driven into the center of tho soles. 


How to Move a House. 


An American engineer tells how to 


move great brick cdiliccs any distance 
without injury or danger, having onco 
moved a hotel hi Chicago after raising 
it 15 feet on new bricks. This moving 
did not even arrest business in the office 
of the holol, us it only moved a foot an 
hour: 


"111 preparing a house for removal 


the earth is first all dug away from the 
foundation, and colossal balks of oak 
about a. couple of feet thick aro slipped 
underneath after some of the bricks have 
been removed, and then rollers aro put 
underneath the timber. If the house is 
at all rocky, it is bound up with hoop 
iron, and sometimes I have to take out 
the brick interior walls and rig up light- 
er ones. Lath and plaster are all right. 
The bricks naturally strain a bit. and in 
consequence o£ this the doors and win- 
dows are left open, and all the heavy 
furniture is removed. 


"The 
whole concern is hitched up 


to half a dozen sound wire cables and 
drawn along by a capstan over wooden 
planks well greased with soft soap tn 
reduce the friction, and, as a rule, iu 
moves about a foot an hour. Tho rollers, 
beams—everything is left under the 
domicile when it reaches its destination 
and is bricked in out of sight. 
I once 


shifted a house of inino more than 20 
miles without taking it to pieces. It 
was a summer house, and I put it on a 
cart. 
But, seriously, 60 or 100 feet is 


the average." 


How to Alake Claret Punch. 


Mix thoroughly claret and old whisky 


in the proportion of half a gallon of the 
former to a pint of tho latter. Sweeten 
to taste by mixing the sugar with a lit- 
tle water before it comes in contact 
with the alcohol. Chop a fresh pineap- 
ple into small pieces and put jnico and 
all into tho punch. Set tlio mixture- on 
tho ice for at least three hours before 
using. Serve a portion of the pineapple 
with each glass. 


How to Blake Breaded Fish. 


Take a half pint of dried bread 


crumbs, 1 JfJ teaspooufuls of salt, a sisth 
of a teaspoouful of pepper, an. egg, 2 
pounds of any kind gf fish, fat for'fry- 
ing. 
Have the fish free from skin nun 


bones and out it into pieces. Season it 
with tho salt and pepper. Beat tha egj; 
in o soup plate nnd dip the fish in it, 
ona piece at a time, getting every part 
covered with tho egg; then roll in the 
crumbs and lay on a plate. Have enough 
fat in the frying kettle to float the fish. 
When it becomes so hot that blue 
smoke rises from tho center, put in the 
fish and cook for fivo minutes. Drain 
on brown paper and servo very hot. 
Tartar sauce is particularly good to 
servo with breaded fish. ' 


How to .Cure B Bty. 


Taka some stale bread, and after soak- 


ing in milk squeeze it out not too dry; 
then add a little olive oil. Apply to the 
eye with no cloth batwecm. Henewwhen 
it becomes dry.

greater annoyauce, and when that regu- 
lation necessitates tho scrutiny by per- 
sons not directly and specially interest- 
ed in the corporation of all its affairs, 
and makes tho decision of a commission 
bind'.ng in every case, then private own- 
ership is a farce. But in no other way 
can public control bo practiced. Tlmre- 
foro I repeat that public control and 
privnto ownership cannot coexist. Ei- 
ther let the railroads own tho country j 
or tbo government own the railroads.

country were tho sappers ami tho minors 
that would steadily and stealthily un- 
dermine tho foundations of tho consti- 
tution; would gradually extend their 
own jurisdiction and absorb to them- 
selves functions of government that did 
not belong to them. This has been 
steadily going on until wo recently woko 
np and found that instead of halving 
threo departments of government—tho 
executive, tho legislative and tho judi- 
cial—and tboso of tho people's own 
choosing, thero was nil ut once in full j 
operation entirely new machinery, au 
entirely now form of government never 
befoi'o witMOfc'Kcd anywhere else upon, 
earth, and that is government by in- 
junction?, .whereby a judge, not content 
with deciding disputes, that are brought 
before him, not content with jnuiply 
rendering decisions upon questions iu 
liiigation boLweci] zinin and mini and 
coming within Lho jurisdiction of t'cdtr- | 
al court.--, at once converts himself into i 
an ndminisLi-ator and undertakes to ad- i 
minister the uiTairs of tho country, and, i 
not content with tho law as ho finds it, I 
as tho logi>lativo branch of. tho govern- I 
nient has given it to him, ho proceeds to I 
legislate himself. Ho issues a ukaso 
against an entire community without 
notice, practically prohibiting thu doing 
of anything that he sees proper to pro- 
hibit, and 
in ease of tho disregard of j 


this ukase or this injunction ho takes it I 
•upon himself to send men to prison, al- j 
though they may havo violated no stat- ! 
rite and transgressed no Jaw. Whore the I 
law forbids a thing no injunction is ! 
necessary, Tho criminal court is tho j 
right tribunal to punish violation. 


Injunctions were issued in the federal i 


courts this year forbidding tho doing of j 
things wliieh tho legislative power bad ; 
not forbidden, making clherthmgs puu- ] 
i>hablo by imprisonment which tho leg- ' 
islativo power said should bo punishable 
only by n'no because they were trilling. ! 
Again, thoy deprived men of tho right 1 
of trial by jury when, the legislative 
power and tho constitution said they . 
wero entitled to trial by jury.

• The full toxt of tho now treaty between 
tho United States and Japan is the main 
Hubjeut of comment in diplomatic ami of- 
llolal circles. It waa scanned with great 
intcroat yesterday, as it gave tbe first 
exact detnilH of the Instrument by which 
tbe Unl ted States 
formally recognizes 


Japan as a flrst-olasg power in the sister- 
hood of nations. 


TJit; truaty nhows how fully tho United 


States has accorded Japan the recognition 
she has now as an enlightened, modern 
nation. All previous treaties have been 
based on tho theory that tho relics of 
Eos born barbarism still remained with 
Japan. 
Accordingly she wag not allowed 


to conduct her own courts, or to make her 
own tariff laws, but special treaty regula- 
tions were made to protect American liti- 
gants and American commerce in Japan 
on tho presumption that the native lawa 
Iwoukl not afford adequate protection. 
\ Running throughout the now trsaty are 
the concessions recognizing her courts and 
laws as ample for Americans as well as 
iKLvLvoti. 
Tliis is thu chief feature of the 


tr-iiatj'. 
Tlie old consular courts, in which 


United States consuls trlod cases at Jnpiin- 
' iso treaty ports, aro abandoned. Instead 
uf them, all CJ.BCS, civil and criminal, iu 
Vhich an American Is concerned, will be 
ried by the native courts. 
The right; oC Japan to make her own 


tanfC laws is also recognized. 
Heretofore 


thu Unltud States has been free to make 
such tariff Itiws as she saw nt affecting 
Japan, buc the latter was forbidden by 
troaty from fixing duties above D per cenc 
ad valorem. 
I 


TJiii protocol of the now treaty recog- 


lizcd Che general statutory laws of Japan 
euncormng tho tariff, and articles 4 and u 
give her for the first time tho "favored 
nation clause," by which she is guaranteed 
Against any higher duties than those the 
United States Imposes on other countries. 
Tho abolition of tho foreign settlements 
and their absorption by the native can- 
tans of Japan is another recognition of 
her advanced municipal organiisaoiou. 


Advantages to Americans. 


• On the 
crDhor hand, tlie United States 


feccurcs many substantial advantages. 
The missionaries, who make up such a 
very large class in Japan, are guaranteed 
freedom of worship and protection in that 
worship. 


The main concession, however, is that 


of article 2, by which Japan is opened up 
to 
American 
commerce. 
Heretofore, 


Americans have been restricted to a few 
treaty ports of Jupan. They could noc re- 
side or carry on business, or even travel in 
the Interior.

300th Anniversary of His Elrlli Were 
Pompous and Elaborate. 


STOCKHOLM, Doc. 10.— The 800th anni- 


versary of the birth of Gustavus Adolphus, 
tho great Swedish king, who died on the 
battlefield of Luetzen, Nov. b, Ib32, waa 
celebrated here with a pomp and splendor 
wMoh raado it one of thu greatest festivals 
ever held in this capital. 


The celebration commenced Saturday 


morning, when the public school children 
gathered in their respective schools, anil 
Ihcm march to tho various stato churches, 
each child carrying a small Swedish Hag. 
Later in tho day memorial festivals were 
hold in all tho high colleges, and in tho 
evening thnre were three celebrations on 
an 
immense 
scale, 
arranged 
by 
the 


Swedish Patriotic society, in three of the 
largest banquet halls in Stockholm. 


Speeches were made by men famous In 


tho service of their country, and patriotic 
muslo was performed by the various bands 
of tho crack regiments. 
In addition, me- 


morial services were held in some of the 
churches. 


Patriotic and 
religious hymns were 


rung on all the chimes in the city yester- 
day. The regimental bands also played 
similar music. 


King Osaar Among tho \Voralilpperi. 
In the Riddarholm church, the burial 


place of Gustavus Adolphus, Charles XII 
and other Swedish kings, where, usually, 
no divine services arc held, services took 
place at 11 o'clock in tlio morning, and 
were attended 'Jy Kiri££ Oscar, tbe royal 
princes, the ropresentutives of the German 
emperor and other deputations from Ger- 
many, tho diplomatic corps, the aldermen 
of Stockholm nnd numerous delegations. 


After the ruligious ceremonies a number 


of magnificent wreaths were placed on the 
tomb of Gustavus Adolphus. A guard of 
honor that \vaa drawn up around tho 
church firod a salute, which was answered 
by the canuon of the Skeppsholman bat- 
tery. 


A few hours later a memorial service 


waa held In tho German church. 
The ser- 


mon was preached in the Gorman lan- 
guage, by Professor Pricke, president of 
tho Gustavus Adolphus society of Ger- 
many. Tlie king, the representatives of 
Emperor William and all the delegations 
from Germany attended. 


At 4 p. m. a 
torchlight 
procession 


marched through the principal streets of 
this city, the torchbearers consisting of 
all tho troops of the Stockholm garrison. 
While passing tho Guytavus Adolphus 
monument, which was splendidly dec- 
orated with flags and banners and illumi- 
nated by thousands of electric lights, the 
standard bearers and all the troops saluted. 


A Scene of Splendor. 


All the buildings in tlie vicinity of tha 


royal 
castle and 
Gustavus Adolphua 


square wero illuminated. The scone was 
a magnificent ono, the blue waters of Lake 
Maclar and the Baltic reflecting tho in- 
numerable illuminations. 


The statne of Axel Oxenstierna, 
tha 


great chancellor of Gustavus Adolphus, 
who conducted the 30 years' war after tha 
king was dead, was most 
gorgeously 


illuminated. The cost of this work was 
borno by the Swedish, nobility. 


A few hours later another torchlight 


procession, made up of the various clubs 
and societies of 
the capital, marched 


through, the streets to tho royal castle, 
•whore a choir, consisting of 650 voices, 
Bang patriotic nirs, 


Still later in tho ovoning, King Oscar 


gBve a banquet at the castle, to which 
about 100 persons were invited. Gala per- 
formances representing scenes from the 
life of Gustavus Adolphus were given 
both at tho opera house and tho theaters. 


The many poor people were royally re- 


membered by gifts oE clothing and food. 
The Jay was celebrated in an appropriate 
manner throughout Sweden. 


All Protestant Germany celebrated the 


800th anniversary of the birth oE Gus- 
tavus Adolplaus, the King of Sweden, 
who, in 1630, took his army to Germany to 
help tlie Protoetants in tlieir struggle 
with the Catholic league.

Will Occupy a ttiree Portion of tlie Timo 


of tlie Federation Convention—OutLLu* 
of tlio Probable Projrra_irL. 


DENVER, Dec. 10.—Tho convention of 


the American Federation of Labor opened 
at 10 o'clock today. It is probable that a 
resolution favoring the free coinage of sil- 
ver will meet with vory little opposition. 
On tho queatlon of immigration views will 
probably ba in the sliapo of n resolution 
asking1 congrosa to llmil) nil immigration 
to this country for a number of jfiars. 


Tho principal business to come before 


the delegates will bo the adoption of a 
platform. Aa a basis for such a matter 
tho following program, adopted by tho 
trades assemblies of Great Britain, haa 
been recommended for consideration: 


"Compulsory education; direct legisla- 


tion; a legal work day; sanitary construc- 
tion ot workshops, mines and homo; lia- 
bilities o£ employer for injury to health of 
body and of life; 
the abolition o£ the 


awen-dng By stem; tho municipal ovynar- 
shlp of street cars and gas and electric 
plants for public uso; tho nationalization 
or telegraph; the principle of referendum 
in all legislation." 


With tho exception of tho clause refer- 


ring to the government ownership of rail- 
ways, telegraphs and telephones, this plat- 
form will probably bo favorably received 
and adopted without discussion. 
This 


clause, hi itself, is considered by many 
workmen to inaku too much of socialism 
and is likely to causa uo little opposition.

Blixt's ignorance prevented him from 


having an Intelligent Idea, ol what the 
transaction was to bo, further than that 
there was to be a hold-up or a' murder. 
Ha.yward want to Chicago himself, oud, 
upon returning broached to Blixt another 
crime, that of. setting lire to a barn. Ho 
Induced Bllxt; to commit this act, thus se- 
curing a penitentiary hold on tho man. 


Planning the Crime.

It was shortly after thj£ that the scheme 


to murder Miss Ging was broached. Hay- 
ward told him that by killing MUs Ging 
ho would regain possession of $70uO whicli 
ho had given her, and in addition would 
make $lu,000, as she had "willed" her life 
insurance to him. 
Ho offeied Blixt oua- 


flfth of the amount which he would make 
to commit the deed. Bllxt still refused to 
have anything to do with the crime, and 
threatened to quit then and there, where- 
upon Huyward sDuCod that he would do iG 
himself. 
Hnyward's first plan, after ho con- 


cluded to commit thu crime himself, was 
outlined to Blixt. There wtvs in the base- 
ment n o-po rAj^ tloout 314 fcet in length, 
and Huy want directed the jnuitor to cut in 
in two, stating that he would take IMi^d 
Ging riding anil no one would sec him 
with her. After he had struck her over 
the head with the iron, whicli he would

Ho 
said that Hayward. had persuaded Miss 
Ging that ''green goods" could be easily 
circulated through the medium of her 
business its u. dressmaker. She, having 
always had an Insane idea to get rich 
easily. Cell in with the idea. 


Tho night of the murder Hayward had 


told her that he had arranged for her to 
meet a green goods dealer on the out- 
skirts of the city. They started off on tho 
ride together. 
About 12 blocks from 


Ozark flats they met Blixt. Huyward in- 
duced her to lat Blixt drive her to the 
place of meeting, with the assurance to 
her that he would himself follow immed- 
iately in another buggy and be present at 
the mooting.

It is true iliac tho Anii'ti- 
cai'i Kaflv.-ny union also put its best foot 
forward, bur the report of the commis- 
sion clearly shows thac it was guided 
by tho facts eliriied and not by senti- 
ment or br.ncombe. Notwithstanding 
this nnassailaul" r.'-iuh, there are pluto- 
cratic newspapers in this country which 
absolutely refuse, to rteo.!,'iii/.o the proof 
that in their local nnil editorial col- 
umns durius July atul August they 
grossly misrepresented tho A. H. U.;

This is a clear admission that 
in iC3 tulc-^raph and editorial columns it 
has been willfully lying since tho 1st of 
July, for its statements havo been cx- 
sctly tho opposite of what tlio federal 
coramis.-ioners now tell us about tha 
strike, but vhish Tho Knu says it knew 
alJ thy time. Tho course of the New 
York Tribnne has beeu on a par in in- 
famy frith that, of Tho Sun. Yet thc-re 
are supposedly intulliu'cnr, nnd lionest 
persons who tako th'jir opinions from 
such, devilish liars. 


It is true that tiio commissioner?' re- 


port does uot tell us much about tho 
brutality of tho Pullman company that 
vre did Eo1; already know. The whole 
•worlil knew while tho railway striko 
•was on that a system of tyranny and 
slavery, resulting in starvation, wtxs 
and had been for a lone time practiced 
at Pullman, but tho "conservative pub- 
lic" could not see the slightest justifica- 
tion for tho A. R. U. strike. Let na 
hope that every man who wants to bo 
considered honest and fair by'his neigh- 
bors will carefully rend the report made 
bv the federal commission. After this 
phase of the question has been thorough- 
ly digested then let those who wanted 
tha A. R. f. crushed as "a band of dcs- 
•Deradoes" read what the commission 
has to say obont the Managers' associa- 


tion' and »ee if they do not find that tho 
railroad barons were ;tiul aro tho breed- 
ers of lawlessness. Then tako this sen- 
tenco from tho report: "Them is no evi- 
dence, before, tho commission that the. 
officers of tha American ^Railway union 
at, :iuy timu participated in or advised 
intimidation, violence, or destruction oj 
property." Tlio no.xt tiling in order will 
then bo an apology to Dubs for the mean 
and hateful tilings yuu-havo said about 
him. 


"While, I will admit that I was sur- 


prised to find tho report so emphatic in 
its declarations, I was not unprepared 
for the facts the commission discovered. 
I havo known Debs too IOHH and too 
well to Imlicvo that ho would deceive 
UK', nnd I had his account of tho whole 
affair. There is excuse, for tliosciwhodid 
not enjoy t.Uit ailvantane. but who wcro 
compelled to rely upon tho ordinary 
sources of information, but will they 
admit tho wrony done, and, moreover, 
will they bo as anxious to trim tha 
claws of tho ti'ser now that they havo 
found him in tho "vlananors1 association 
instead of in tho ranks of the emxjloy- 
res? My candid opinion is that they will 
nor-. 
I am ^rifjvonsly disappointed that 


I must comu to such a conclusion, but I 
made tho acrmiuntniico of Public Opin- 
ion, 
Iisq., some yours apo and have met 


the fellow quite frequently since1. Tbcro 
will bo a little burst of indicrnation over 
tho disclosures mado by the federal com- 
mission, but it will soon cool off, 
and 


tho duvilishness of tho railway mana- 
gers will bo rumombered only as being 
iu souio way connected with a disturb- 
ance of business interests, an interfor- 
cnco with commerce. As brutal tyraut.s 
in their treatment; of the men who toil 
they will soon bo forgotten, and the next 
time tho employees nro goaded to a pro 
test against injustice "public opinion" 
will cry ont for soldiers to put down tlio 
lawlessness of workinymen.

ner similar to and bo given powers sim- 
ilar to thoso conferred npon the inter- 
state r.cmmerco commission. Tho inter- 
state. connucr.ce. commission is practical- 
ly a failure. 
All attempts to control 


railways by commissions must fail be- 
causo they do HOD rest npon sound prin- 
ciple. 
Ic is an absurdity to attempt to 


combine two such conflicting elements 
as private ownership and public con- 
trol. 
Tho records o! tho courts and tlio 


chrouirlo.s of the daily press clearly 
shove that, it cannot bo done, and i£ it 
could it would bo wronK in principle 
and not in accord with tha spirit of our 
institutions. Up to a certain point pub- 
lic enterprises which 
operatu tinder 


franchises granted by tho stato may bo 
regulated, bat only at great cost and 
greater annoyance, cind when that regu- 
lation necessitates tho scrutiny by per- 
sons not directly and specially interest- 
ed in tho corporation of all its affairs, 
and makes the decision of a commission 
binding in every case, then private owu- 
er.-,liip is a furcc. 
But in no other way 


can public control be practiced. There- 
fore I repeat 'that public- control and 
private ownership cannot coexist. Ei- 
ther let the railroads own tho country 
or tho government own tho railroads.

Tlio Covcrnor of Illinois Telln What He 


Learned of It Last Summer. 


A oontury ago Thomas Jefferson, that 


farseoing statesman who believed thu 
people wero capable of self government, 
said that the federal judiciary of this 
country we.ro the suppers and tho miners 
that would steadily and stealthily nn- 
dermino tho foundations of tho consti- 
tution; would gradually extend their 
own jurisdiction and absorb to thorn- 
selves functions of government thut did 
not bnlong to them. This has been 
steadily going nn until wo recently woko 
up nnd found that instead of having 
three de.iiartimjnts of government—the 
executive, tlio legislativo and tho judi- 
cial—and thoso of tho people's own 
choosing, thoro was all at once in full 
operation entirely new machinery, an 
entirely now form of government never 
before witnessed anywhere else upon 
oarth, and that is government by in- 
junctions, whevoby a judge, not content 
with deciding disputes that are brought 
before him, not content with simply 
rendering decisions upon questions in 
litigation between man and man and 
coming within the jurisdiction of feder- 
al courts, at once converts himself into 
an administrator und undertakes to ad- 
minister tho aitairs of tho country, and, 
not content with tho law tia ho finds it, 
as tho legislative branch of the govern- 
ment has given it to him, ho proceeds to 
legislate himself. 
Ho issues a ukaso 


against an entire community without 
notice, practically prohibiting the doing 
of anything that he sees proper to pro- 
hibit, ami in cusu of tlio disregard of 
thin ukase, or this injunction ho takes it 
upon himself to send men to prison, al- 
though they may havo violated no stat- 
tito and transgressed no law. Where tho 
law forbid;) a thing no injunction is 
necessary. Tho criminal court is the 
right tribunal to punish violation. 


Injunctions wore issued in the federal 


courts this year forbidding tho doing of 
things which thu legislative power had 
not forbidden, makiny other thiugspun- 
ishable by imprisonment which tho leg- 
islative power said should ha punishiiljlo 
only U3' lino becauso they wcro trifling, 
Again, they deprived men of the right 
of trial l>y jury when the legislative 
power and the constitution said they 
wero entitled to trial by jury. 


During tho last summer wo had indus- 


trial disturbances which wero ridicu- 
lously exaggerated in tho newspapers. 
Tlioy wcro no greater than similar dis- 
turbances had been at Buffalo only 
about- two years before, no greater thnn 
riots which occurred iu Ohio and not 
as bloody as numerous riots which havo 
occurred in tho stato of Poimsylvauin. 
It is truo some, railroad cars were de- 
stroyed by mobs, but this happened in 
thn outlying switching yards on the 
odgo of tho p/airies at Chicago. Tho 
great city itself, far from being in clan- 
ger, as was maliciously reported, had 
no knowledge of any troublo except 
what it got from tho HKWSpnpcrs. 


Tho local authorities for a time bo- 


lioved themselves able to control tho sit- 
uation, and when they found they could 
not they applied to the stato for aid, 
and in a fe.w hours after this applica- 
tion five regiments of stato troops went 
on duty, and in JO hours after tho stato 
troops wore put on tho ground all at- 
tempts at destruction of property ceased, 
and tho rioting was practically over. 
The. machinery created by law to deal 
with occasions o[ this kind was found 
to bo ample and effective, and I want 
to say hero that thero is no government 
in tho world muro ablo to enforce tho 
law and protect life and property than 


j tho government of Illinois. 
Its peoplo 


:iro loyal and devoted, andbalf a million 
of lucn would go forward in a few days 
if necessary to protect our institutions. 
In this case all tho nion who had vio- 
lated tho law wero promptly arrested 
and punished by tho proper tribunals. 


Huiidrjds of others who had violated 


110 law wcro arrested merely upon tho 
complaint of a corporation agent and 
were dragged, sometimes over lOOrnilos, 
away from their homos and their fami- 
lies, iu charge of officers, and were 
thrown into prison like felons and lan- 
guished thero for doing what? If or hav- 
ing boeii guilty of a contempt of court 
iu failing to obscrvo some ren_uiromoLit 
which that judge had mado and which 
tbo law had not mado. Yea, when they 
were brought to n hearing, it was^ormd 
that scores and scores of them had to be 
discharged because they wore uot overi 
found guilty of a contempt of court, and 
many of thorn found thaC when Sflt at 
liberty they had not tho moans to tako 
them homo, all this growing out of tho 
usurpation of tho federal judiciary iu 
attempting to perioriii functions that 
tho constitution did not contemplate 
that they should perform.—Speech of. 
Johu P. Altgeld. 


Ccncr.il Bootli's Scheme. 


Tho real problem of tho unemployed 


is not to provide work, but to make men 
competent arid willing to work. This ia 
what tho Salvation Army professes to 
do at tho Hadliegh farm colony, an out- 
come of tho "Darkest England" scheme 
propounded in 1890. General Booth ob- 
tained more than $500,000 from the 
English people, nnd of this sura $'125,- 
000 has been spent on tho purchase of a 
farm in Essex, on tho north bank of tho 
Thames nnd about six miles from tho 
open eea, and on its proper ecvniprnent 
for tho training of BOIUO 300 men to bo 
drawn and constantly renewed from the 
London slums. 
Tho farm consists of 


some 2,800 acres, of which 1,000 acres 
at certain periods of tho tido are under 
water, much of which is nevertheless 
useful for grazing purposes. A long 
creek or bayou of tho Thames lies to tba 
south of this estate. Fishing rights in it 
aro let off for the sum of $700 per an- 
num. Threo small farms arc also lat off. 
Tho colony managers have the mixed 
satisfaction of knowing that their settle- 
ment has greatly raised the value of 
laud iu. tho neighborhood, as they find 
when they want to buy portions divid- 
ing thoir estate. Tho colony has four 
miles of frontage to good country roads 
nud a water frontago of threa miles to 
tho Thames.—London Cor. New York 
Post

In the first nlnao, a sponge is by no 


means a fit ertiola to uso in taking n 
bafcb. 
It ia the plumber's beat friend, 


and Ihose who value perfection in their 
plumbing-have none of it. 


Tho sponge, especially after it has 


been used a short time, is continually 
shedding little particles of itself. These 
lodge in tho pipes, nad in many coses 
attach themselves to little rough places 
on tho inside. 


A pood buck towol, with a comfort- 


nbly wide hem, securely stitohed on tha 
sewing machino so that no lluty edgoa 
are exposed, is quite aa agreenblo to 
many people ns a sponge. In all bath- 
rooms there shonld be kept standing a 
suitable veasel with a quantity of disin- 
fectant This should be poured through 
all tho pipes nnd allowed to remain long 
enough-.to do its work, Many persons 
object to potaah, and these will find 
copperas or a strong solution of sal Boda 
tho next best moans of keeping up to an 
improved sanitary standard. Hot water, 
judiciously used, ia a good thing, but to 
have thin perfectly safo tho plumbing 
musb bo good, elso tha joints, by long 
continued beat, may become slightly 
softened. Mnch ol tho solder that is 
used molts at o very low temperat-ora 
nnd cannot be trusted to hold a long 
continued stream of wator that is at 
boiling point. 


The bathroom shonld havo an outside 


window and fresh oir wherever it ia 
possible to admit it. Iu summer n slnt- 
tecl or Vnnetian blind should ba provid- 
ed so that the-window may remain open, 
except in case of. storm. 
Few things 


aro moro disagreeable than a stuffy bath- 
room, ouo where the odors of sowar gas 
and soggy, decaying wood are evident. 
To avoid this there must be no leaks in 
the pipes or faucets, nnd tlie joints must 
be carefully looked aftor. 


How to Stop tlie CreatinK of Slices* 
Creaking 
shoos arc an intolerable 


nuisance, j'Ot with some shoes it is al- 
most impossible to prevent it For such 
pour a small quantity of linseed or 
sweet oil upon a flat surface, like a 
platter, and allow the soles of the shoes 
to stand in the oil overnight.

way they will not only lose tho squeak, | 
but will become saturated with tho oil, 
making thorn proof against dampness. 
Another cure may be effected by taking !

An American BDgineer tells how to 


inovo groat brick edificoa an^ distance 
•without injury or danger, having once 
moved n hotel in Chicago after raising 
it 15 fcot on new bricks. This moving 
did not oven arrest business iu tho office 
of tho hotel, as it only movod a foot an 
honr: 


"In preparing a house for removal 


the earth is first all dug nvray from the 
foundation, and ouloRsal balks of oak 
about a couplo of foot thick ara slipped 
underneath after somo of the bricks havo 
beeu removed, nnd then rollers aro put 
underneath tho timber. 
If tho houso is 


at all rocky, it ia bound np with hoop 
iron, and sometimes I havo to take out 
tho brick interior Vvnlls and rig np light- 
er ones. Lath nnd plaster nro all right. 
Tho brickg naturally strain a bit, and in 
consequence of this tho doors nud win- 
dows ore left open, and all the heavy 
furniture is removed. 


"Tho whole concern is hitched up 


to half a dozen sound vcire cables and 
dravcn along by a capstan over woodeu 
planl;s -well- greased vfith soft soap to 
redv-co tho friction, and, as a rule, it 
moves about a foot nn hour. Tho rollers, 
beams—everything ia left under 
the 


domicile when it reaches its destination 
and ia bricked in out of sight. I once 
shifted a house of mine moro than 20 
miles without taking it to pieces. 
It 


•was a summer house, and I put it on a 
cart. But, seriously, BO or 100 feet is 
the average."

Letter in 
FOTOP of a Licenao Vote and

llessre. Editors: So little has been said 


with reference to the license question dur- 
ins the present campaign, that there is a 
possibility that many voters may neelect 
to Tote on that very important question at 
the election tomorrow.

Our Treaty With Japan. 


» The full text of tho new treaty between 
fcho United States and Japan is tho main 
fiubji-ct of comment in diplomatic and of- 
Ilclal circles. It.wns scanned with groat 
Intorest yesterday, as it gave the flrst 
oxacc details of tho instrument by which 
tlio United States 
formally recognizes 


Japan as n first-class power in tlio sister- 
hood of nations. 


Uiu injtity bliows how fully the United 


States has accorded Japan the recognition 
she has now as an enlightened, modern 
nation. 
All previous treaties have been \ 


based on the theory that the relics of I 
Eastern barbarism still remained with ! 
Japan. Accordingly she was not allowed 
to conduct her own courts, or to make her 
own tariff laws, but special treaty regula- 
tions wore mndo to protect American, litl- 
jgantB and American, commerce in Japan 
on the presumption that the native laws 
pvould not afford adequate protection. 
\ Running throughout the new treaty are 
tho concessions recognizing her courts and 
laws (is ample fur Americans as well as 
natives. This is tho chiof feature of tho 
treaty. Tim old consular courts, in which 
United States conB.ils tried cases at Japan- 
pso treaty ports, nru abandoned. Instead 
Of them, all c. ses, civil and criminal, in 
Which an American is concerned, will be 
tried by the native courts. 
t' The right of Japan co make her own 


ariff laws is also rocognizud. 
Heretofore 


tliu UniCod States has beeu free to make 
such curiiT laws as she saw fit affecting 
Japan, but tho Intbor was forbidden by 
treaty from fixing duties above 5 per cfcnt 
ad valorem. 
\ Til.; protocol of tho new treaty recog- 
liizcs the general statutory laws of Japan 
sjncerning thu tariff, and articles 4 and 5 
give her for the first time tbe "favored 
nation clause," by which she Is guaranteed 
against any higher duties than those the 
United States imposes on other coun tries. 
The abolition of Che foreign settlements 
and their absorption by. the native can- 
tons of Japan, In another recognition of 
her advanced municipal organization. 


Advunta^GH to Americana. 


On tho oihor hand, the United States 


Secures 
many substantial advantages. 


The missionaries, who make up such a 
very large class in. Japan, are guaranteed 
freedom of worship and protection in that 
worship. 


Tho main concession, however, is that 


of article 2, by which Japan ia opened up 
to

Americans have been restricted to a few 
treaty ports of Jup.m. They could not re- 
side or carry on business, or even travel in 
fho Interior.

HIS 
NAME BEVERED BY THE 


'SWEDISH PEOPLE. 


Services in Stockholm in Honor of the 


30lHh Anniversary of Hi» Birth Were 
PoLiapotii and Elaborate. 


STOCKHOLM, Dec. 10.—Tho SOOth annl- 


Teraury of the birth of Gustavus Adolphug, 
the greab SwedUli king, who died oa the 
battlefield of Luetzen, Nov. (3r 1632, waa 
celebrated hera with a pomp and splandor 
which made It one of the greatest festivals 
ever held in this capital. 


The celebration commenced Satmrdaj 


morning-, when Clio public school ohlldren 
gathered in their respective schools, and 
then march to tho various state churches, 
ouch child carrying u, small Swedish flag. 
Laccr in the day memorial festivals were 
huld in all the high collogos, and In the 
evening- there were three celebrations on 
un 
immense scale, arranged by 
the 


Swedish Patriotic society, in three of the 
largedO banquet halls in Stockholm. 


Speeches were made by men famous In 


tho service of their country, and patriotic 
music was performed by tho various bands 
of Clio orack regiments. 
In addition, me- 


morial services were held in some of the 
churches. 


Putriofcto and 
religious hymns wero 


rung un all the chimes In the city yester- 
day. : The* regimental bands also played 
similar inugic. 


Itliip Oscar Among the Worshippers. 
In the Kiddarholin church, the burial 


place of Gustavug Adolphus, Charles XII 
and other Swedish kings, where, usually, 
no divine services aro held, services took 
place at 11 o'clock in tho morning, and 
were attended by King Oscar, tho royal 
princes, the representatives of tho German 
emperor and other deputations from Ger- 
many, tho diplomatic corps, the aldermen 
of Stockholm and numerous delegations. 


Af ter the religious ceremonies a number 


of magnificent wreaths wore placed on tho 
tomb of Gustavus Adolphus. A guard of 
honor that was drawn up around the 
church Hred a salute, which was answered 
by tliu cannon of tho Skeppsholmen bat- 
tery. 


A few hours later n memorial service 


was held in cho Gorman church. The ser- 
mon was preached in the German lan- 
gungc, by Professor Fricke, president of 
the Gustavus Adolphus society of Ger- 
many. 
TliR king-, the representatives of 


Empuror William, and all tho delegations 
from Germany attended. 


At '1 p. in. a torchlight 
procession 


marchetl through tho principal streets of 
this city, the torohbearcrs consisting of 
nil the troops of tho Stockholm garrison. 
"SVliilo passing tho Gustavus Adolphus 
munumr'nt, whiuh was splendidly dec- 
orated with flags and banners and illumi- 
nated by thousands of electric lights, tho 
standard bearers and all the troops saluted. 


A Scene of Splendor.

A few hours later another torchlight 


procession, made up of the various clubs 
nnil societies of the capital, marchud 
through the streets to tho royal cnstle, 
where a choir, consiBting of G50 voices, 
sang patriotic airs. 


SiiH later in tho evening, King Oscar 


gave a banquet at tho castle, to which 
about 100 persons were invited. Gala per- 
formances representing scones from tho 
life of Gusttivus Adolphas were given 
both nt the opera house and the theaters. 


The many poor people were royally rc- 


membured by gifts of olothlng and food. 
The clay was celebrated in an appropriate 
manner throughout Sweden. 


All Protestant Germany celebrated the 


SOOth anniversary of the birth of Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, the King of Sweden, 
who, 
in 1030, cook his army to Germany to 


help the Protestants in their straggle 
With the Catholic league.

CHICAGO, Dec. 10. — The 
Mission of 


Eethesda ohurch, which la maintained by 
the Moody institute, was the scone of a 
riot yesterday afternoon. Bricks, stones 
and clubs crashed through the windows, 
doing considerable damage.

lowed by a shower of missies, which shat- 
tered the windows aud put the congrega- 
tion in an uproar. 


Mr. Nowell hastened outside and tried 


to quiet the mob, but was compelled to 
beat a retreat. A second volley of stonea 
nnd bricks came through the windows, 
and one of the congregation, a young man, 
was struck on the side of the head by a 
piece of glass and seriously injured.

Nowell senc word to tho police, who dis- 
persed the mob. 


Sultan Is Worrying. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 10.—The sultan 


has not acquiesced in tho mission of Con- 
sul Jo watt, who was selected by Presi- 
dent Cleveland to inquire into and report 
upon the Turkish outrages in Armenia. 
Tho sultan appears to fear the effect of an 
independent report to the Washington 
government. 
Tlio porte is completely 


alive to the gravity of the situation, uud 
seems to fear either a collective note from 
the powers or an agreement; between Rus- 
sia and Great Britain for a Rudsiun occu- 
pation ot" Armenia. Altogether there is 
need of much diplomatic slcill to extricate 
Turkey from tho difficult situation in 
which she iluds herself.
